EUROPE LOOKS ON ANXIOUSLY 


With the Exception of St. Petersburg,

London, Oct, 2.— According to a dis­

Turkish cabinet had an eight-hour s 
eion marked with much wrangling 
before it reached the decision to mcbi 
lire the army. 
The cabinet further;

There is a rumor that ! 
part of the troops are destined for the! 
Russian frontier. 
Another report has it that the gov­ 
ernment will arm the Albanians on 
condition that they hold back the Mon-j 
tenegrins and Servians in the event of j 
war. Dispatch« n say that the Turkish 
capital Is peaceful. 
There are none; 
of the wild scenes in Constantinople 
that are reported from Sofia and Bel-1 
grade. 
From Crete comes the word that the 
Island people are praying for trouble 
In the Balkans. 
The Cretan cabinet 
has/ordered five classes of the militia 
to tne colors, and volunteer hodh s are ! 
being organized by prominent Cretans, 
at their own expense. 
The Cretan

Greece restless to get at her old ene­ 
my and the situation in the Balkans 
growing hourly more tense, every mar­ 
ket in Europe except St. Petersburg!

Turkey Receives Ultimatum. 


A dispatch from Sofia asserts that 
the allied Balkan states have sent an 
ultimatum to Turkey demanding the 
autonomy of Macedonia and Adrian- 
ople, and demanding an answer with­ 
in forty-eight nours. 
If true, war is 
practically inevitable, as Turkey never 
yields to mermens. 
It would seem 
therefore that whatever hope exists 
of preventing war depends upon abil­ 
ity of the great powers to materialize 
their declared wishes for peace.

Germany 
and Austria are reported to be acting 
in accord to prevent a clash.
